They proclaimed that U-tween 
classes of States in the Union there was 
an irrepressible conflict; that tin- Union 
was a house divided against itself. 

Tbe posaessiou of otlice, w ith the arbi- 
trary power of the sword, has made them 
masters of the situation. At first they 
disguised their real desire, and pledged 
themselves for a Union of the States. 
They asked men and money to accom- 
plish this patriotic object. They were not 
slow, however, in recurring to their idea 
of an irrepressible conflict. They resolved 
to carry out by the nword the doctrine 
that the States must be all free. It could 
be done without cost to them. They were 
champions of humanity, and they had an 
opportunity to be humane at other people's 
expense. A never saw Ii in trouble but 
he thought C should relieve him.

manity at a cheap rate — cheap to them- 
selves but at sad cost to the country.
